Excifes 
have been branded as the ma i of Slavery; and Taxes 
in general treated as fo many Branches of Opprejfion 5 at 
the fame tume that all thefe continue to be the dnown 
Laws of the Land, and are mott of them ſo neceffary to 
the very Exiffence of the Government, that, if they were 
taken away, it would fink of Course, and we fhould feel 
immediately the happy E ffedts of that Anarchy, which the 
Coauirion hasbeen {fo long labouring to iatraduce. 
From theſe Steps, fo widely oppofite to the Difates of 
Reafon, and the Rules of Prudence, I conclude, that the 
Promoters of them are no PATRIOTS. 

V. As the Happinefs of a State confitts in the Secu- 
rity and Profperity of its People ; and as thefe can only

tion, and feizing it themfelves. Are Pradices like thete 
the Works of Patriats ! 

VI. Reason might perfuade us, if the Laws of 
Gad and Maz did not command us, to pay a proper Re- 
Ape to Princes, efpecially while they goven juiily, that 
is, according to Zaw. And it has always been the di- 
ftinguithing Mark of teue-Britons, that they have been 
as lal to good Kings, asany People upon Earth: This 
our Hiffories demonftrate, and even the Craft/men 
acknowledge ; but how oppofite has been their Beba- 
wiour? Have they not often /quinted at the Perfan of 
their Prince, and Hbelled every Aion of his Life, how- 
ever juf, however inoffenfive? Did they not, in the 
very Dawning of his Reign, ridicule Reviews, when 
his Majefty thew'd a Pleafure in examining his Army, 
and in obferving, whether it Was in fuch an Order as 
the Prowifion made by the Legi/lature required it fhould 
be? Did they not afterwards infult him, by a pre- 
tended Preamble to a Patent, inferted in the Crafi/man 
in Latin and Englif? Have they not, in a Multtude 
of Papers, abufed his Rayal Confort, and {neered at the 
Prince? ave they not lately compared the Pa/ace of 
St. ‘Fames's to an Ho/pital of blind Men? And, in the 
fame Paper, ridiculed a fappofed Deficiency in the King’s 
Sight? Havethey not printed and reprinted a /carri- 
lous Libel on Merlin’s Cave? Asif her Majefly had 
net a Right to divert herfelf in her Garden, as well as 
the meane/t of her Subjects : [nafmuch therefore as all 
thefe rude and undutitul Pa/fages expofe that Irreverence 
and Contempt which they have for their Sovereign and 
his Family, and which they would infi/e isto ashers, l 
may fafely pronounce them 70 PaTRIOTS. 








Practices as have been juit now animadverted u n, are 
much heightened, when we confider, that basen is 
mixed with Treafon; and that a Defire of hindering the 
People from feeing the real Happine/: of theis Condition, 
is joined to the bafe Inclination of perfuading a Breach of 
their Oaths and of their Dety: For furely, if ever Prince 
had a juj?

thing may be affirmed of King George the Second. His 
Reign has been unitained with Soreign Wars, or with 
civil Broils 5 it is neither red with the Blood of his Fne- 
mies, nor defiled with that of his Sudje@:: He found us 
in Peace and Plenty at his Acceflion ; the former he has 
preferved, the Jatter he has encreafed. ‘The Law has 
been the conftant Rude of his Afions, and the Relations 
of both Houfes the Touchfones of his Meaferes, As his 
Government hath been wife and gentle, fo his privete 
Life is princely and exemplary. He has repaired thé 
Kya! Palaces, and rebuilt fuch pup/ich Offices as were in 
a ruinous Condition. His Cours is magnificent without 
Oftentation ; his Family as well ordered as that of a pri- 
vate Gentlemen ; and the Credit of the Crown, which, . 
if we confider former Reigns, is a very extraordinary 
Thing, as igh as that of the City. In a Word, 74 
fice and Clemency have been equally confpicuous in his 
pudblick and private CharaGer ; and neitherours, nor the 
Annals of any other People, can thew us the Portrait of 
a Prince more worthy of Love or of F fieem. Her Ma- 
jofty’s Charaéler is too amiable to need an Apology, and 
too well known for me to inf? on here. Our own Hap- 
pine/s under this auguf? Family, if uninterrupted Quier, 
extenfive Zrade, and immenfe Wealth may be included 
under that Word, is fo apparent, that we mut not only 
fhut our. Eyes, but renounce the Uf of the ref of our 
Senfes, not to perceive it: Let me have Leave then to 
fay, that fuch as can difemb/e all this, and return 
Libels, and infamous Afperfions for fo much Goodne and 
Conde/cénfiom, are nO Pat RIOTS.
